Claims 1,2 meet the criteria set out in PCX Article 33(2X3), because the prior art does not teach or feiriy suggest a method of 
determining a separation matrix for eadi of a plurality of elevator cars serving a plurality of landings including organizing the 
determined times predicted by hall calls, providing a fuzzy set complex with some of the categories determined, determining 
membership in the fuzzy set, providing a membership combination based on ANDing, providmg a matrix and multiplying the 
manbership combination by a relationship value to determine separation is not shown or reasonably suggested by the prior art of 
record. Upon further review, Iwata et al does not illustrate fuzzy logic in the d^nnination of the matrix..
